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Trio of Tehran hostages released today 



NEW YORK (VPl) - ABC-TV re- 
ported late Sunday that three Ameri- 
can hostages were released from the 
' U.S. Embassy In Tehran. 

In Washington, the Stale Depart- 
ment confirmed the releases, the (irst 
freeing of hostages In the l&day 
drama. 

The ABC report listed the freed 
hostages as Marine Sgts. William R. 
Quarles, 23; of Washington, D.c, 
Ladell Maples, 23, of Eorlc, Ark,, ana 
Catherine Gross, 22, the embassy 
secretary, of Cambridge Springs, Pa. 
; It said the three, who were paraded 
before reporters at. the Embassy 
Sunday, were driven through the 
^cmljany gates and toward Mehra^d_ 
^airport. ■ ■ 

Inrom there, they were flown to 
:Copmhagen, Denmark, aboard a 
^SeandJnavianAlriines System flight. 
V Earlier, when they appeared before 
' .^reporters In Tehran, Iho three said 
Ohey Were being treated well and 
l^gcpected to be freed by today. 
^ Shortly after, the students holding 
^]he embassy announced that all eight 
ZblBcks and five women In captivity 
:^would be released shortly. 
• The official Pars news agency car- 
/ried .the student's announcement of. 
^the release of the 13 hostages but gave - 
<no timetable for their freeing. But 
etudcnt sources said the release would 
' take ploce early today. 

neiicf over the imminent release or 
at least some of thc captlvcs was 
.fluickly dampened by Ayotolloh 
RuhoUah Khomeini, who threatened 
- -to-put-any white-American men-ac- - 
cused of spying on trial unless (he 
cancer-stricken shah is relumed to 
Iran. 

In Washington, a White Mouse of- 
ficial warned Sunday that placing 
U.S. diplomatic pcrwinncl on trial 
would bo. "In violation of the basic 
standards of International law." The 
official also recalled President 
Carter's statement last week that 
franian authorities would "be held 
accountable" for Illegal actions. 

With pictures of Khomeini and an- 
ti-American banners as their 
backdrop, the three hostages were 
seated on -a makcrshlft stagctablc, 
flanked by bearded Moslem students. 



. Quarles also said he "was led to 
believe" that other blacks and women 
in captivity would be released shortly. 

Ms. Grosse said she believed there 
were six women among the hostages, 
Between 10 and 14 blacks and women 
were believed to be among the cap- 
tives, although it was not known how 
many would be cleared of being spies 
and released by the students. 

"Our conditions here have been 
very good and we haven't had any 
problems," said Ms. Gross. "They 
told me that the latest we'd be lcavlnf« 
is tomorrow evening." 

A large number of women In the 
traditional o'-kle-Icngth gowns milled 
about the compound and kept vigil, 
"many with'WfliltiPtnikies In handrThc- 
studcnts sang a revolutionary song 
^'Khomelnl-« Imam" (Khomeini, oh 
Imam) as the hostages were being led 
out toward the dais. 

Flanking the three hostages were 
about 300 studcnU who formed a 
human chain with their arms In- 
terlocked. 

Asked how he had passed his time In 
captivity, Maples said almost non- 
chalantly, "In the last two wceits, I've 
slept a tot and I've read a lot of books. 
I've been eating a lot. loo much I 
would think. 

Quarles, dressed In an opcn-ncckcd 
shirt and leather Jacket, said: "I 
would like to say (for the) hosta^ca 
that I'm quite sur^ everything Is being 
done to get their release. ' ' 

Quarles, who like Maples has been 
in Iran for about a month, said he had 
made friends-among his captors and - 
they told him about things that had 
been done during the shah's regime. 

Explaining why she signed the peti- 
tion to have the U.S. return the shah 
for-trlal, Ms. Gross said: "I signed II 
because [ believe there arc G2 Ameri- 
cans being held hostat^c here and I 
think the shah should be returned to 
Iran." 

"They have already asked mc to 
relay .a message to (he American 
government about (he Iranian revolu- 
tion and about the shah and I have 
already said 1 would relay ihc 
message."

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Ancient lake yields footprints ofman^s ancestor 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Scientists conductfriB o 
routine study of on ancient lake In Kenya- have 
discovered what they believe are the oldest footprints 
made by a direct ancestor of man — 1.5 mlliion years 
old. 

Scientists working on the Koobi Fora liescarch 
Project of the National Museums of Kenya found 
seven footprints Iwtwccn August 1978 and July li)70. 
They waited until the excavation of the footprints was 
completed before reportinf! their discovery. 

"Wc made our (ind purely by chance while we were 
dif^fflng In a geological trench," said Dr, Anna K. 
Bchrcnsmcycr, co-lcndcr of the expedition. ~Wc had 
Just uncovered a bed of fossil hippopotamus footprints 
and wc were nsloundcd (o see a single homlnld 
footprint among them. We uncovered the other six 
later." 

Dr. Hehrfnsineyor said five of the seven footprints 
were very clcnr and two were partial footprints. All 
were made by a single Individual and measured atwul 
10 Inches long and between 3 .nnd :) i-j Inches wide. 
' She estimated the person was lietween 5 and 5 feel 
tall and weighed about 120 pounds. 

Dr. Glynn L. Isaac of the University of California, 
Berkeley, called the discovery "a paieo- 
anthropologlcal holc-ln-onc."

" The stated goal of Iran's leaders to 
limit production to 2.S million ta 3.5 
million barrels a day would — at its 
highest ruigc — barely produce the 
"fuiuls to meet a drastically reduced- 
budget, the popc'rsald. 

Theodore Moran of - Georgetown 
University, who did the study for the 
vLlbfary of Congress, said the produc- 
Jthm level for export must ttc 3,3 
million to 4.2 million, barrels a day, 
depending on the austerity of Fran's 
l)Udget for the fiscal year beginning In 
March. 

That estimate, Moran said, Is based 
on an average price of d per barrel 
a price already being exceeded by 
some oil producing nations and well 
below the "spot" market cost. 

"The conclusion is that, barring 
. Jncw real price Increases for OPEC oil, 
Iranian authorities may come to ac- 
cept on export level of 3.5 million 
ba rrels a da y more as a floor than o 
celling. ' The paper said. 

"Over the medium term, they may 
in (act push toward export levels of 4.2 
mllllon barrels a day olthDugh the 
technical feasibility of this without 
foreign expatriate assistance Is ques- 
tionable," Moran slated. 

Iron now exports 3 millions barrels 
Q day, compared to the 5.5 mllllon 
barrels a day exported ticfore the 
revolution. It exported 771,000 barrels 
a day to the United Slates . until 



President Carter banned such Im- 
ports. That represonled about 15 
percent of Iran's oil exports. 

There have been reports Iran has 
had no difficulty finding new buyers 
mostly on the "spot" market where 
iviccs are much higher. 

Sen, Lloyd Bentscn, D-Tcxas. 
chairman of the Joint Economic 
Committee tlial rctiucslod the study, 
said, it'was-clear from the Moran 
report that Iran must increase lis oil 
production "regardless of bluslerln« 
and threats, 

"The fact Is, IhouRh, that unless 
some goremmcnt can succcsfully 
impose Its will on Iran, oil production ■ 
from that country will remain a 
tenuous proposition," Bentscn said. 

Hep. Clarence Drown, R-Ohlo, said 
the report showed It was not in Iron's 
interest to shut off oil to the West. 

"Unfortunately, this relatively en- 
couraging point Is meaningless unless 
the govcmmt-nt of Iran Is under the 
control of rational men concerned 
with the material well-being of the 
Iranian people," Brown said. "I sec 
no evidence that this is the case at the 
present time."

Give the lieutenant governor a job 



Two heads may be belter than one, but not 
when they arc two competinf^ heads on the 
same body. 

That is the situation in Idaho, where gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor can l)e elected 
from different parties and often are. 

To change this, Phil Batt of Wilder last week 
said he will introduce a constitutional 
amendment in the [..egislature in January to 
require both officers to I)e of the same parly. - 
Batt has a good basis for knowing why it 



should bo mat Svay. La.sl year he was elected 
lieutenant governor on the Republican ticket 
to serve under Gov. .John Evans, a Democrat. 

The lieutenant governor is potentially a 
valualile assistant to the governor and an 
additional asset to slate affairs. But he is 
greatly limited as long as the two are of 
different parties. 

The governor, the elected chief executive of 
state government, is naturally hesitant to 
delegate much authority to a rival party 
member. 

■ As long as it remains that way, the job of . 
lieutenant governor might as well be ahoi- 
ished. 

The proposed constitutional amendment has 
been turned down twice before by Idaho 
voters. Uul with Hatt, who is respected liy both 
Republicans and Democrats, the chances are 
much improved that the change can lie 
approved. 

It would simply mean the same scl-up a.s for 
the president and vice-president who run on 
the same tickel. Voters would mark one box 
for their choice. 

Idahoans i)y defeating the proposal in the 
past may have Ijeen reluctant to give up some 
freedom of choice. IJut the opportunity for 
plenty of balance and flexibility of choice is 
provided In Idaho government by the re- . 



maining elected state offices: attorney gener- 
al, superintendent of public instruction, secre- 
tary of state, etc. 

As long as the governor and lieutenant 
governor can be of different parties, the stat^ 
runs the risk of serious constitutional con- 
frontations, such as the one occurring in 
California. Gov. .Jerry Brown, when he was 
out of state, had some of hfs actions reversed 
by the lieutenant governor, who is of the 
opposite party. 



There is no tangible benefit to having the 
two offices be of different political- 
persuasions. 

Meanwhile, the chance to put the lieutenant 
governor to worthwhile use is lost.

A week from tomorrow, Twin Falls voters 
will decide whether to keep a city manager- 
city council/orm of govenimcnl or change to a 
mayor-council form.

Kennedy forct^, doomed to defeat 
when Carter triumphed In tiia Florida 
county caucuses last numUi', vowed to 
come back strong In the dectlon that 
will count — the March 11 presidential 
primary to decide who gets Florida's 
100 votes at the Democratic National 
Convcnetlon next August. 

The- straw vote gave Carter 1,114 
votes or 74.1 percent; Kennedy 351 or 
23.1 percent. California Governor 
Edmund Brown Jr. was not entered 
and 37 delegates were^ absent or 
abstained from voting. 



Carter loyalist made the most of 
their victory, meonlnglcss or not. The 
president and his record were proised 
to the skies by a phalanx of stale- 
elected officials and party leaders and 
the national campaign imported a 
^ number of.pn>Carter_Democrflta to 
keep the sound level high. 

There also were some Kennedy 
campaigners on hand, but they kept 
-relatively quiet, advising delegates 
pledged to Uie Massachusetts senator 
to avoid confrontations that might 
make it more difficult In the March 
primary. 

The Kennedy delegates did put on a 
small but spirited demoslratlon and 
competed loudly with the Carterilcs 
during the nomlnollng speeches.

rapidly diminishes as it leaves its 
source. Thus, radiation emanatinf; 
from a nose pressed directly against 
the front of the cloth would produce a 
darker scorch thon radiation 
emanating from an car set bock a few 
Inches, 

Taking Into account corrections for 
cloth distortion, the computer 
specialists were able to construct a 
statue with lifelike detnil, D'Muhnia 
said.

Fuller and his wife were living In a 
one-room apo'rtmcnt In Chicago and 
he was well acquainted with Lincoln 
Park, right on Lake Michigan. 

"So I knew Just where to go when I 
decided to throw myself Into the lake, 
fully intending to commit suicide," he 
said;

It was very 
tough on my wife, but for two years in 
that Chicago tenement I didn't allow 
myself to use words. 1 wanted to force 
myself back to the point where I could 
understand what I was thinking." 

Pulled, now &4, said he decided, to 
forget about earning a living, Uistead 
committing himself to "tho invention 
and development of physical artifacts 
' torcformtheenvfronment:.:. 

"It became obvious to me that If I 
worked always and only for. all hu- 
manity, I would be optliAally ef- 
fective.

In 1928, Fuller Invented the "4-D" 
house, a self-eoatij^ined dustless unit 
transportable by air. There followed 
the streamlined Dymaxlon auto In

1944-15, utUizlng Fuller's principle of 
maximum output from a mlnlmun of . 
material and energy, 

Tho principle is illustrated in his 
geodesic domes, spherical structures 
constructed of lightweight but 
extremely strong triangular parts. 

"Many times I've chickened," 
Fuller Bald, "and everything in- 
evitably goes wrong. But then, when I 
return to my commitment, my life 
suddcnly'wo'rks' again. There's some- 
thingof the miraculous In all that."

Jonestown was wiped out by a mass 
murdcr-sulcidc,. feeling Is still strong 
herb that the'cvcnts leading to the 
tragedy at the rellgtous commune In 
Guyana have not been fully explored 
and that thc.role of the United Staler 
government still remains untold. 

Surviving members of the People's 
Temple cult doubt the veracity of 
recounting of those events to date, and 
suspect that federal agents helped 
bring on the ritual deaths of more 
than 900 people In the Guyana jun^c 
commune. Others here say they 
believe that federal agencies knew 
more about the cult and Its c 
than they have disclosed. 



197S. members of the 
cult opened tire on a vIsllfnK party led 
by Rep. Leo J, Ryan. D-CaHf. He and 
four others in his Investigative (Uvup 
were killed as they waited near two 
planes that were Co have taken llicm 
to Georgetown, the capital of Guyana.

FTC attacks could cost billions 



WASHINGTON ,(UPI) - A Ilttle- 
notlccd part of the congressional at- 
tack on the Federal Trade Com- 
mission could kill a plan designed to 
save consumers billions of dollars a 
year, public Interest, labor and 
environmental groups said Sundav. 

The Issue Involves an FTC attempt 
to change the Hay private Industry 
sets^tandards for thousands of pro- 
ducts, ranging from light bulbs to 
bolts. 

Such standards — there are 20,000 in 
existence — ensure similar products 
ore compatible and all work the same 

way in terms of" effectiveness and 
safety. They assure, for instance, all 



light bulbs fit the same socket or that 
computers can "talk" to each other. 

But the FTC believes they also 
serve as a' barrier to keep innovative 
but non-conforming products off the 
market, stifling competition and con- 
tributing to Inflation by driving up 
consumorortees. 

. The PTC has proposed opening up 
the standard-setting process so more 
parties are Involved and appeals can 
be heard from innovators. 

Sen. Wendell Ford. D-Ky., wants to 
scrap the standard-setting proposals 
along with scvcrol other FTC projects 
as pari of his package of amendments 
the Senate Qomerce Commiltce will 



consider Tuesday. Ford claims -the 
FTC does not have enougti evidence of 
antitrust activity to Justify the jiro- 

posai- 

In a letter to Commerce Chairman 
Howard Cannon. D-Ncv,. the public 
interest groups said the current 
Standard selling nmliiod causes Ihc 
public to pay "tens of billions o( 
dollars a year ns a result of overly 
restrictive standards that keep new 
devices, particularly in the energy 
savings and home construction fields, 
off the market. 

"Many small businesses have been 
adversely affected, even bankrupted.^ 
by overly restrictive standards." It 
said.

No alternative to coal, Byrd says 



WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, W. 
Va. (UPI) — Senate Democratic 
leader Robert Byrd of West Vh^a 
said Sunday the United States has no 
alternative but to turn to coal to meet 
its efi^^ needs. 

Byird, wim represents the nation's 
leading cool state, said the technology 
already exists for turning coal Into 
liquid fuel at a cost lower than that of 
producing gasoline. 

By converting cool to a liquid fuel, 
he sold, most of the environmental 



In a qicech prepared for delivery at 
the Coal conference,. Byrd cited 
estimates coal can meet the nation's 
energy needs "for two to five cen- 
turies." 

"It has been said that the United 
Stdtcs lis to coal, as Saudi Arabia is to 
oil," ho said. 

Byrd said coal currently meets only 
19 percent of total U.S. energy needs, 
even though It represents about 85 



percent of the nation's fossil fuel 
reserves. 

"The United States has no option, 
but lo turn Increasingly once again to 
coal, in order, realistically, econom- 
ically, and practically to meet our 
immediate and Imperative enorgi' 
needs," hosald. 

He noted the official OPEC ceiling 
price for oil Is about S23 a barrel, but 
said ' 'spot market" prices of S40 to $50 
were likely to trigger a higher OPEC 
ceiling.

TWIN FALLS — Eoiiler this year 
people expected Idaho's 
agrlculture-bascd economy to shield 
the state from a national recession, 
but form Income will protmbly drop 
- ' this- year- and,' portly as ~a rKultra ~ 
statewide recession may already be 
underway. 

Even though farm commodity 
prices have improved this year, sev- 
eral Idaho bankers said farm Income 
will be lower than last year because 
operating costs have gone up faster. 

Also, Instead of spending their prof- 
its and injecting money Into local 
economies, many farmers will save 
their money and pay cash for feed, 
fertilizer or other suppltcsjiext year 
to avoid high Interest ratft on bor- 
rowed funds, the bankers predicted. 

Jack Pierce, assistant vice presi- 
dent at Twin Falls Bank and Trust 
Co., said low prices for potatoes and 
' wheat mean-totaTKmi (Hcome'*&Mhe 
Magic Valley probably will be held to 
lost year's level or slightly below. 
But, he said, averages don't show that 
the local farmers who grow beans, 
hay and sugar beets could do better 
than last year. 

Oveirall, Pierce sold' he expects the 
state to have "spotty areas of re- 
cession," and he Is optimistic that the 
Magic Valley wUI be only mildly 
affected by any recession or 
slowdown.' 

William BaUaht, vice president of 
Idaho First National Bank In Elolsc, 



said, "I think we're going Into the 
beginning of a recession now." Me 
pointed to slow car sales In the state 
03 one Indication that o slowdown Is 
here, 

Lomond Bailey, vice president and 
agriculture representative for Idaiw

faimcrs win be faced with "tremen- 
dous" increases in (gating costs 
next year. They won't be able to 
afford new tractors or combines. 
Truck sales are down, he said. "Some

But, he said, h^ Interest rates next 
year may not be as much of o probicm 
as somo people expect. A 17 percent 
Interest rote won't present as serious 
a probicm to a farmer who only needs 
to borrow money for three months. 
Bailey said. Formers will manat<c 
their money closely. "People will only 
borrow what they need."

"Skiers come In all shapes, sizes, ages and attitudes. 
* Even their equipment Isdiffercnt. 

"In the Western mountains, under best powder condi- 
tions, they want the rastcst models and the best-looking 
equipment they can buy. In' the East, they want the 
toughest equipment available because they're stomping 
on rocks and mud and ice some of the time. In flatter 
lands, cross-country skiing Is booming and [hut's an 



entirely different group.'.' .- , _ . . .. . 

Leonard has mixed with thousands of sifl buffs, 
manufacturers, resort operators and travel agents on his 
cross country tour this season, That provides an unusual 
Inslgtit into the current whims ot U.S. skiers. 
"•'Thdi-c are great differences among Ihcm and I think It 
has to do with the sociological characteristics ot. the 
population which makes the skiers themselves different In 
that respect," he says, 

"In the Bay area of San Francisco, for example, their, 

' cultural arid geographic wealth Is so great that It.tends to ~ 
make them blase and somewhat indifferent to things tliat 
arc new and exclling.

Rozelle also criticized Garvey 
for the liming of the memo, sent lo 
player representatives, and 
published Wednesday in the Boston 
Globe. . ■ 

"For Ed Garvey to send this out 
lo a selected number of player 
representatives in the middle of a 
football season is potentially disas- 
trous." he said. "We're calling it a 
red herring because he used It lo 
get Bomcoi the heat off himMf " 



Rozelle, who said ho had not 
spoken with Garvey since the 
memo was published, said he had 
heard "nimtjllngs" from some 
members of the association about 
Garvey reportedly taking $200,000 
from the players' union to form a 
similar union.in the North Ameri- 
can Soccer League. 

The commissioner also said he 
was not concerned about the effect 
the memo would have on the 
league's Image. 

"I'm not as concerned with the 
image as 1 am internally," he said.
